New Methods of Subduing Rebels in the 
Work house. 


A SURPRISING DESCRIPTION GIVEN BY 
SUPT. JOHN d Tonne 


The House of Delegates Committee Will 
Recommend To-Night the Discharge 
of Chief Guard Jos. Galen The Super: 
intendent Gets Angry end Tells Some 
Secrets. 


Stenographer John A. Robinson this morn 
ing finished the report of the House of Dele 
gates Committee which has been investigat 
ing the management of the Work-house, and 
turned it over to Chairman Julius Lehman. 
Chairman Lehman handed u to ier 
Thomas Barrett, who carefully put it away 
ima little green box in his desk. It will 
be read to-night when the House 
meets. The report is supposed to 
be secret, but its contents early this morn- 
ing were known to one or two Oy Hall 
officials, who are intimate with members of 
the Investigating Committee. It will review 
the work of the committees and make & 
number of recommendations. 

THE COMMITTER’6 REPORT. 

The first important conclusion of the 
committee its that Joseph Galen, the 
head guard at the institution must be dis- 
missed. Galen has been charged with brutal 
treatment of prisoners and with raising bogs 
at the Work house for his own prost. 

A matron is recommended for the institu 
tion, some woman who, like Mrs. ies 
Harris at the Four Courts, can devote 
herself to the reclamation of the tallen 
women sent tothe place. The matron must 
to some extent also have police control of the 
women, andthe Superintendent must advise 
with her as to the matter of Giscipline. 

The addition of six guards ts recommended. 
There are now only ten at the Work-house. 
Gangs of the prisoners are at work on the 
streets and in the quarry of the institution. The 
lack of guards tempts the prisoners to make 
attempts to escape. 

Punishment of any must be inflicted 
only in the presence of the superintendent, 
who must pot delegate his powers to any sub- 
ordinate, and the methods of pupisiment 
must be changed. 

The committee declares that the sanitary 
provision of the Work-house is outra 3, 
and insists upon an immediate reform 
Hitherto the prisoners have been mete to 
bathe all together. This practice is strongly 
condemned, and it is recommende4 that the 
superintenden arrange the bathing ap 
paratus so that well men sua not be forced 
to bathe In the same tubs with men who are 
sick of vile diseases, thus running the risk of 
infection.
